Misc722383.—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 33 of the Indian 
Medical Council Act, 1956 (102 of 1956), the Medical Council of India with the previous sanction of the Central Government, 
hereby makes the following Regulations lo ftuther amaid the “Minimum Qualifications for Teachers in Medical Institutions 
Regulations, 1998”, namely:— 

1. (i) These regulations may be caUed the “Minimum Qualifications for Teaches in Medical Institutions 
(Amendment) R^ulations, 2010”. 

(ii) They shall come into force Ifom the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the “Minimum Qualification for Teachers in Medici Institutions Regulations, 1998”, the following additions/ 
modifications/deletions/substitutions, shall be, as indicated therein:— 

3. (i) In the ‘ ‘Minimum Chialifie nation for Teachers in Medical Institutions Regulations, 1998”, in SCHEDULE-II 
N. B., the following clause shall be added after SI. No. 6— 

“7. All Postgraduate Medical Clualifications awarded by medical Sehools/Universities in UK/USA/Canada/ 
Australia/Newzealand, shall be treated as recognized for enrolmait as medical practitioners in the concerned 
speciality but not for teaching purposes in medical colleges/institutes in India. However, if a person desires to 
take up teaching appointments in a medical college, his/her qualification can be considered as equivalent 
qualification with MD/MS/DM/M.ch, as the case may be, for the post of Senior Resident in the respective 
department in a Medical College in India.” 

(ii) In the “Minimum Qualification for Teachas in Medical Institutions Regulations, 1998”, in ‘TABLE-I’ under 
theheading “REQUIREMENTS OF ACADEMIC QUALIFICATIONS, TEACHING AND RESEARCH EXPERIENCE”, in 
the column of “Academic qualifications” against the dq)artment of EMERGENCY MEDICINE, the following shall be 
added after M.S. (Orthopedics):— 

“M.D. (Pediatrics)”
